STARGAZERS believe they wit¬ 
nessed some unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects over The Wash at the weekend. 

A number of people reported bright 
lights over the sea and over Skegness 
between 3am and 9am on Saturday. 

Sgt Mick Slowey, of Lincolnshire Po¬ 
lice headquaners. said: "We can confirm 
that a sighting of strange lights was re¬ 
ported by several people. 

"They were strange lights which could¬ 
n’t be explained and so they were re¬ 
ported to the RAF for further investiga¬ 
tions with the Ministry of Defence." 

An MoD spokesman suggested that the 
lights were probablv a nlanei or star from 
space. 

He told the Spalding Guardian: "We 
looked into the matter although it isn’t the 
Ministry of Defence's responsibility to in¬ 
vestigate unidentified flying objects.

"On this occasion having checked all 
available .sources of the infonnatioD we 
are satisfied there was nothing of air de¬ 
fence implication or significance. We are 
content there was nothing of threat to the 
UK air space.

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Secret craft 
theory on UFO 


THE UFO sighted by the 
crews of two Eyemouth 
fishing boats earlier this 
year could have been a 
secret test flight of an 
experimental craft being 
developed jointly by 
NASA and the US Air 
Force. 

The sighting, on the 
evening of February 14. has 
been investigated by the 
British UFO Research 
Association (BUFORAl 
who have concluded that it 
was "a sighting of unusual 
characteristics''. 

The UFO was sighted by 
the crews of two fishing 
boats while they were at sea 
70 miles south east of 
Eyemouth. The fishermeti 
described the .object’"as' 
triangular and black in 
colour with 15 red lights 
along its side and no 
navigational lights visible on 
Us underside. 

' The crews of the boats 
made contact with each 
other by VHF radio to 
confirm the sighung. Both 
boats detected the craft on 
their radar systems and gave 
an excat location 

George Niedzwiedz of 
Coldingham. who 
invesugates UFO sightings 
in the Borders for BUFORA 
told the Berwickshire News 
jilst why this.aigbiing was so 
unusual. '% .

slowly but it was large in 
size and the Ministry of 
Defence denied its 
presence." 

He added: “On the 
information gained from the 
MOD they denied the 
presence of any aircraft — 
including the two fighter jets 
which overflew the boats IS 
minutes after the sighbng. 
The area the boats were in . 
or near, while fishing is a 
Ixiw Flying Training Area 
and according to the 
Coastguard an RAF Nimrod 
was indeed overflying that 
area on the night in question. 

No airships 

“1 also contacted (he Civil 
Aviation Authority (CAA) at 
both Edinburgh and 
Newcastle Airpons and they 
confirmed there were no 
airships in (hat vicinity but 
that there would not have 
been any in the first place as 
these craft do not normally 
fly 70 miles out at sea. 

"The CAA at both 
Edinburgh and Newcastle 
also staled that the area is 
beyond their RADAR 
capabilities of just ten 
nautical miles." 

A phone call to the Police 

Feties. Edinburgh, 
confirmed no police activity 
at sea on the night in 
question although (here was 
police activity on the 
mainland as they were 
carrying out a surveillance 
opentton. 

The craft seen by the 


fisherman was described as 
half the size of a football 
pitch, silent and was detected 
on the boats’ simple 
RADAR system. / 

Mr Niedzwiedz explained 
that there had been a report 
in'ihe press recently about a 
flying craft named “Loflyte" 
(Low Observable Right Test 
Experiment) which has been 
developed jointly by NASA 
and the United States Air 
Force. 

He said. "This craft is 
large and inangular in shape. 

It appears from (he press 
article that it has been tested 
all over the world and has 
been giving rise to UFO 
reports — bm does it display 
ami-collision lights? i am 
sure it would not have-been 
allowed to fly in British air 
space if it did not. 

Evidence 

'This craft may or may 
not have been the object seen 
by (he fishermen but the 
evidence appears to give that 
impression. It is possible that 
more infotmation will come 
to light at a later date, which 
may prove conclusive one 
way or another. 

"Another point worth 
mentioning is that this craft 
would probably have been 
filled out with the most up to 
dale, highly sophisticated, 
electronic stealth equipment 
and counter measures 
costing millions so how was 
it detected on a fishing boat 
RADAR system? 

"Could it be that they 
wanted to be seen? Who 
knowsl"

YOU hear of many sigtit- 
ings — but are ihey reail 
What am I talking about - 
UFO’s or unidentfied fly¬ 
ing object or flying sau¬ 
cers.

TWO mysterious sightings in 
Dover have triggered a UFO probe. 

Trained experts of UFO Moni¬ 
tors East Kent (UFOMEK) are now 
investigating a darting white object 
seen at Whitfield and a triangular 
craft spotted near Ash. 

Startled grandmother Iris Everv 
field, 57, contacted UFOMEK after 
reading about the group in the 
Dover Express.

The next sighting was made at 
8.4Spm un Sunday nighL

Chris Rolfe explained: "There 
were apparently up to ten lights 
around the edges.

AN ABERYSTWYTH 
astronomy expert believes 
he may have solved the 
mystery of the unidentified 
flying objects sighted over 
Pencader and Pontrhyd- 
fendigaid last month. 

Following the report in 
last week’s Cambrian News. 
James Davies, of the 
university's physics depart¬ 
ment. said the objects were 
probably some of the 20 or 
so satellites that have been 
visible in the night sky dur- • 
ing recent weeks. 

Richard Alexander, of 
Pencader. had reported see¬ 
ing "a glowing white ball of 
light” from his bedroom win¬ 
dow in the early hours of 
the morning. 

And a similar 


phenomenon was spotted by 
Keith Stephenson, of Pont- 
rhydfendigaid, while he was 
driving through Swyddffyn- 
non and Ystrad Meuhg at 
about 9.45pm. 

Keith saw a second UFO 
three days later, while 
walking his dog in Pont- 
rhydfendigaid just before 
Sam. 

Mr Davies at first thought 
the pair may have seen the 
space shuttle, which had 
been making regular trips 
over Ceredigion during the 
last few weeks to visit the 
Russian space station. 

But he ruled this out after 
checking the dates and 
times of the sightings with 
data on shuttle flights. 

His calculations also 
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showed that they could not 
have seen the space station, 
which has been clearly visi¬ 
ble in the night sky at cer¬ 
tain times. ' 

‘These three sightings 
were probably of one or 
more of the 20 or so satel¬ 
lites that were visible on the 
horizon at the times stated. ' 
‘Altemauvely. they may- 
have been the third stage of 
a rocket used to push a sat¬ 
ellite into orbit. 

'Bits of the rockets drop 
off as satellites ari 
launched. Most fall beck 
down to the ground, but the 
third and final stage kickd 
the satellite into orbit then 
remains in orbit itself," hd 
said.

Mr Trimble, educated at Lime 
House and Rugby Schools and Cam¬ 
bridge University, has booked a 
venue in the city for a lecture by a 
leading light of the Aetherius Soci¬ 
ety — whose leader says he is in 
regular touch with extra-terrestrials. 

Among the society's more contro¬ 
versial views are that many reli¬ 
gious leaders were planetary beings, 
with Jesus coming from Venus.
